PRA G U E (AP) — Awaiting 
talks with 
Kremlin leaders. 
Czechoslovak Communist party 
sources said today they expect 
the Soviet-led pressure cam­ 
paign against this country's re­ 
formist course to go on for 
months. 
The 
Czechoslovak 
sources 
cautioned against expecting any 
dramatic development from the 
impending conference of the So­ 
viet Communist party’s Politbu­ 
ro with the Czechoslovak party 
presidium, 
to 
be 
held 
by 
Prague’s insistence somewhere 
on its own territory. 
Official quarters discounted 
reports from Moscow that the 
Soviet party chief. Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, and the rest of the 
Politburo were already on the 
way. 
Departure of the Soviet dele­ 
gation for the previously an­ 
nounced meeting was reported 
by the Yugoslav news agency. 
Tanjug, from Moscow. There 
was no official confirmation, but 
rumors of the departure circu­ 
lated in Moscow. 


The trip to Czechoslovakia is 
the first by the Politburo-steer­ 
ing committee of the Soviet par­ 


ty—outside Russia as a group 
The meeting Ls expected to be 
held today or Thursday in Slo­ 
vakia. adjacent to the Soviet 
Union, but the time and location 
have not been announced. 


Despite new Soviet army ma­ 
neuvers along its eastern fron­ 
tier. Czechoslovak officials ex­ 
pressed confidence the Russians 
would never resort to armed in­ 
tervention if the country stands 
united behind Alexander Dub- 
cek’s reformist regime. 


“ The Soviets would lose more 
than they would gain by a mili- 
taiy intervention.’’ one Commu­ 
nist party official said. 


“ Moscow will have to get used 
to what Is going on here. There 
can be no turning back the 
clock. We are not going to com­ 
promise and are determined to 
continue on the present course.” 


ParW 
officials 
said 
they 
viewed the Soviet note this week 
demanding a strengthening of 
Czechoslovakia’s border with 
West Germany, presumably by 
Red army troops, as “ just an­

Mu st Recognize Saigon 
Role In Bid fo r Peace 


PA RIS (AP) — Ambassador 
W. Averell Harriman bluntly 
told North Vietnamese negotia­ 
tors today that to progress to­ 
ward peace “ you must be pre­ 
pared to recognize the role” of 
South Vietnam’s government in 
working out a settlement of the 
Vietnam war. 
Harriman’s assertion in the 
14th session of the Paris peace 
talks followed directly on Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s Honolulu meet­ 
ing with President Nguyen Van 
Thieu of South Vietnam at the 
end of last week. North Vietnam 
regularly denounces the Saigon 
government as an American 
“ puppet”

The result was to delay at 
least until next Wednesday any 
chance for a vote on the nomi­ 
nation of Portas to succeed 
Chief Justice Earl Warren and 
there is no assurance the com­ 
mittee will meet then.

Prior to serving 
as deputy sheriff, he was a 
member of the Sedalia Police 
Department for several years. 


Harriman told newsmen he 
had not seen definitive evidence 
that the lull in the war around 
Saigon, which began in mid- 
June, was finally coming to an 
end. 
But he added: “ What is dis­ 
turbing is that the terrorist ac­ 
tions on theaters around Saigon 
have started again. People have 
been killed. I intend to call at­ 
tention to that.” The Viet Cong 
bombed four theaters in Saigon 
and nearby towns Sunday, kill­ 
ing 12 Vietnamese and wound­ 
ing 91. 
Going into the 14th session of 
the talks, Harriman said he 
would present to the North Viet- 


namese negotiators the appeal 
issued in Honolulu by President 
Johnson and President Nguyen 
Van Thieu “ for a peaceful set­ 
tlement and an end of the vio­ 
lence.” 
“ I intend.” he continued, “ to 
point to the violence that is con­ 
tinuing on the part of the Viet 
Cong, and I hope this will make 
some impression.” 
Harriman and his aides are 
also trying to find out whether 
NcMth Vietnam is weakening its 
support for the National Libera­ 
tion Front and offering Wash­ 
ington a new lure among its 
terms for a final political settle­ 
ment in South Vietnam. 


Ap p ro ve L imited 
Ban on Gu n Sales 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate Judiciary Committee ap­ 
proved 9-3 today a bill to ban in­ 
terstate mail order sales of ri­ 
fles and shotguns. 
The measure is similar to a 
bill on which the House is ex­ 
pected to complete action later 
in the day. 
It would extend to rifles and 
shotguns restrictions provided 
in the recently enacted crime 
control bill on sales of hand­ 
guns. 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd. D- 
Conn., chief Senate sponsor of 
the 
administration 
measure, 
said several amendments were 
adopted prior to committee ap­ 
proval of the bill. 
The senators listed as voting 
against

measure 
were 


Chairman James 0. Eastland, 
D-Miss., and Sens. John L. Mc­ 
Clellan. 
D-Ark., 
and 
Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C. 
Meanwhile Rep. Charles A. 
Vanik, D-Ohio, took the House 
floor to criticize members who 
voted Tuesday for amendments 
which he said would prevent ad­ 
equate gun control laws. 
Vanik cited Tuesday night’s 
gunfire in his home district of 
Cleveland, in which he said 10 
people, including three police of­ 
ficers, were killed and 41 others 
were wounded by sniper fire 
from M l carbines, M16 auto 
matics, shotguns, pistols and 
apparently other long guns. He 
said the guns and ammunition 
came into the city through inter­ 
state commerce.

He told newsmen he had 
been able to verify no sniping 
incidents other than at the tow 
truck. 


Among those arrested was 
Fred Ahmed Evaas, who has 
claimed a position of blac-k na­ 
tionalist leadership.

F unds to Assist Big Airp o rts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has approved an addi­ 
tional $153 million for the F’eder- 
ai Aviation Administration in a 
move to relieve the congestion 
that has disrupted air traffic at 
.some of the nation’s busiest 
airports 
“ This IS not a matter of air 
safety, it’s a matter of air sur­ 
vival." Sen John C. Stennis, I> 
Miss., said bef(jre the Senate ap­ 
proved appropriations of $983.4 
million for the FAA 
The action came while reports 
of delays in takeoffs and land­ 
ings at major airports through­ 
out the country continued to 
come in 


The traffic jams, which have 
mushroomed in recent weeks, 
are threatening to cause the 
canc-ellation of some flights, a 
cutback in FAA services and 
the possible closing of some fa­ 
cilities 
The controllers maintain that 
they are overworkcxl. short- 
staffed and underequipped to 
handle the increasing air traf­ 
fic 
The bill was $153 million high­ 
er than a measure passed pre­ 
viously by the House and its 
sponsors said the extra money 
would provide for the hiring ot 
3,627 air-traffic controllers. The 
House bill allowed for only 1,631 


controllers 
The Senate approved the addi­ 
tional money, part of an over-all 
$1 78 billion appropriations bill 
for the Traasportation l>epart- 
ment. 82 to 2 Only Sen John J 
Williams, R-Del . and Strom 
Thurmond. R-S.C., dissented

Quick action in the Hoase will 
be nec'essary if the measure Is 
to go into effect before fall since 
Congress takes a break for 
much of Augast due to the na­ 
tional political conventioas 
Alg erian s Keep Hijacked Plan e 


PA RIS (AP) — The Algerian 
government still held a hijacked 
Israeli jetliner and 21 or 22 Is­ 
raeli citizens today after releas­ 
ing 23 non-Israeli passengers. 
The E l A1 Boeing 707 was di­ 
verted to Algiers on a flight 
from Rome to Israel early Tues­ 
day by three members of the 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, an Arab sabotage or­ 
ganization. The front asked thé 
Algerian government to hold the 
Israelis aboard the plane as 
hostages for Arab commandos 
held prisoner in Israel, but 
there was no public response 
from Algiers and no demand for 
a swap. 
Twenty of the released pas­ 
sengers were flown to Paris. 
They included two Americans, 
Rina Uziel. 23, of Brooklyn. 
N.Y., and Gabriel Gaiz, 17, a 
student from Lttftg Beach. Cal­ 
if., who finally arrived in Tel 


Aviv today with four other pas­ 
sengers 
Three Jewish pas.sengers who 
were not Israeli citizens were 
flown to Marseille 
Reports of the number of Is­ 
raelis held in Algiers differed 
El Al. the Lsraeli national air­ 
line, .said 10 crew members and 
12 passengers were detained 
The Algerians said they were 
holding 11 
passengers along 
with the 10 crew members. 
The three hijackers also ap­ 
parently were in Algiers. 
The Israeli government asked 
U N. Secretary General U Thant 
and the Italian government to 
intercede with the Algerians for 
release of the $6 million jetliner 
and the Israeli citizeas. Italy 
sent an emissary to Algiers. 
Algeria is still technically at 
war with Israel following the 
Arab-Israeli war in June 1967, 
and Israel has never had diplo- 


matic relations with any of the 
Arab governments 
Although the several Arab 
guerrilla 
organizations 
have 
sent commando squads into Is­ 
rael repeatedly on terrorist and 
sabotage mlssioas, this was the 
first Lsraeli plane ever hijacked 
One of the passengers whc 
was released, Leon Papu, a Co­ 
lombian. said the plane’s copilot 
staggered into the passenger 
compartment 20 minutes after 
the takeoff from Rome. 
“ He was bleeding profusely 
from a head wound and his shirt 
was covered in blood,” said 
Papu. “ We heard he had been 
hit over the head by a revolver 
He told us the plane had been 
hijacked” 
Chino Raccah, a 29-year-old 
Libyan, said one of the hijack­ 
ers drew his finger through the 
blood of the injured man. 
“ He licked it.” Raccah repiN^- 


ed, “ and said in Hebrew; ‘Jew ­ 
ish blood is very sweet” He 
added ‘We shall throw all the 
Jews into the sea,’ and then 
quickly said ‘we want peace’.” 
Two “ baldish men” covered 
the passengers with revolvers 
and hand grenades, the passen­ 
gers said, and another was with 
the pilot. 
The men told the passengers 
to keep quiet, hold their hands 
above their heads and they 
would not be harmed. 
A Danish passenger said one 
of the hijackers took over the 
controls and brought the jetliner 
down in Algiers to a good land­ 
ing 
Young Gaiz said the passen­ 
gers were frightened but mem­ 
bers of the plane crew tried to 
comfort the non-Israelis by tell­ 
ing them the hijackers were 
concerned only with Israeli citi­ 
zens. 
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Will Stick to Policy 


CINCINNATI. Ohio lAP; - 
President Johnson has declared 
he will not waver from a Viet­ 
nam policy he called just and 
reasonable, despite “the pres­ 
sures and straias that come nor­ 
mally in any political year 
The nation s governors who 
heard that pledge had no plaas 
to attempt to match it with one 
of their own The 60th National 
Governors ConferencT held its 
final session today, and the 
agenda did not touch on Viet­ 
nam 
One Democrat who praised 
the Johnson stand said any at­ 
tempt to put the conference on 
record in support of U.S policy 
on the war and negotiatioas 
would stir dlsseasion which 
could do more harm than good 
Johason spent an hour Tues­ 
day night at the conferenc'e 
which has been marked bv the 
political maneuvering by and 
for candidates to succet'd him 
when he retires from the White 
Hou.se next Jan 20 
Before a bla<-k-tie crowd of 
more than 2.000 persoas at the 
governors 
ball. Johason de­ 
clared : 
Our nation wants peace, our 
government wants pear-e our 
men in Vietnam want peace and 
vour President wants [>eace Yet 
some among us seem to feel 
that I or we alone can bring 
peace to Vietnam They .st'cm tc 
Ignore the presewe and irrwon- 
cilability of the enemy 
Johason said he had prom- 
used battleground rt»straint in 
announcing he would not run 
again for the White Housiv and 
ha.s kept that promusf» 
We are willing to go as far 
as honor and ;.,ifcty permit us 
to go. 
he .aid 
But we are 
not going to impc^-a' a coaliti-'»n 
government or any kind of 
government on the people of 
South Vietnam 
Nor are we going to let the 
totalitariaas impose a i’ommu- 
nust government of their direc­ 
tion either,” the President said 
That drew one of only two 
rounds of applause which came 
during hus address 
‘‘The 
days 
were 
going 
through and the days ahead are 
going to be difficult ones.” 
Johason said "But we are de­ 
termined to press the search for 
peace even as we resist aggres­ 
sion on the battlefield. We are 
going to continue to resist the 
efforts to split our country wid(> 
open and divide our citizens. ” 
Outside the (’imannati conven­ 
tion center, si-ores of pickets 
marched the sidewalk, many 
waving 
placards 
critical 
of

have annouiK’cd formation of an 
alliance to tackle tough social 
problems and free the labor 
movement from “ old attitudes 
and habits.” 
Officials of the United Auto 
Workers and the Teamsters 
stressed Tuesday that formation 
of the Alliance for Labor Action 
does not constitute a merger of 
the two organizations. 
The announcement was made 
jointly at a news conference by 
Walter P. Reuther. president of 
the l.6-million-member UAW, 
and Frank Fitzsimmons, gener­ 
al vice president of the 1,8 mil­ 
lion Teamsters whose president, 
James H. Hoffa, Ls serving a 
federal prison term. 
“In this time of crisis, dynam­ 
ic and responsible labor organi­ 
zations must contribute leader­ 
ship and provide teamwork to­ 
ward the continual advance , . . 
of working people and mu.st 
work together 
. . to find an­ 
swers to the urgent problems of 
the whole of our society.” a 
statement released at a news 
conference said. 
Neither union is a member of 
the AFL-CIO. The Teamsters 
were dismissed from the AFL- 
CK) in 1957 and the UAW disaf­ 
filiated July 1 
The union spokesmen termed 
formation of the ALA “ the most 
important labor development in 
recent years. The two unions 
will begin to organize unorgan­ 
ized workers, especially agricul­ 
ture workers, and will push into 
social areas in which the UAW 
pioneered.” 


“ The labor movement is at a 
crossroad.” the statement said 
. . it must free itself of old atti­ 
tudes and habits and demon­ 
strate the willingness, the capa­ 
bility and the commitment to 
make fundamental changes in 
its policies that respond to the 
realities of a swiftly changing 
world.” 
Other organizations are invit­ 
ed to join the ALA, Reuther and 
Fitzsimmons said. A national 
conference 
of 
organization 
members will be convened earlv 
in 1969. 
The step into the fields of so­ 
cial action and civil rights is a 
new one for the Teamsters who 
have been conservatives in the 
labor movement. 
Reuther 
and 
Fitzsimmons 
said the ALA priorities include 
strengthening 
collective 
bar­ 
gaining proc'edures, building up 
an emergency defense fund for 
use in labor disputes and forma­ 
tion of community unions to 
work for the poor and dealing 
with the critical social problems 
of the day." 
Reuther said the ALA would 
not endorse any presidential 
candidate in 1968. 


Fitzsimmons said: “ We will 
endorse other candidates who 
meet the principles and aims of 
the ALA without regard to par­ 
ty " 


“ The labor movement must 
subject itse’^" to honest self-eval­ 
uation. It must free itself from 
complacency and .. . must ac­ 
quire a sense of renewal and 
rededication to social prog­ 
ress,” the statement said.

The shooting scene, on Lak e- 
v iew Road near 125th Street, is 
abou t a mile from the Hou gh 
area where fou r Negroes were 
k illed in rioting and looting ju st 
two y ears ago on fiv e other hot 
Ju ly nights.

“ Everything,” said Lemon.

Key players, 
like catcher Paul Casanova, 
get hurt. We get runners on, 
and they don’t come off until 
three outs are made.

what the personnel was like, 
then fit the style of play to 
it.” 
Style is hardly the word.

And when your starting pitch­ 
ers give up four and five runs 
in the first three innings, you 
can’t play for one run. And 
what do you do when the out­ 
fielders break in for balls 
over their heads, break out 
for bloopers and break left 
for balls to their right?

The 
other assocations—the Interna­ 
tional Lawn Tennis Federation, 
our own association—they will 
never turn the tournament di­ 
rection over to anyone else. 
“ The amateur associations 
have the organizations, the sta­ 
diums, the prestige. The pros 
need us more than we need 
them. But we need each other. I 
see no reason why there can’t 
be a workable solution.” 
In golf, the most powerful 
bodies are the U.S. Golf Asso­ 
ciation and the Royal and An­ 
cient Club of St. Andrews. They 
are primarily amateur bodies 
but both run the major open 
tournaments. They make the 
rules. The Professional Golfers 
Assocation is the parent organi­ 
zation of the club and touring 
pros. 
In tennis, the pro groups have 
rival organizations. There is no 
central body that governs them 
all. The pro tennis players have 
yet to gain the stature or afflu­ 
ence of the golfing pros, who 
play for more than $5 million a 
year.

Getting into the Act

EUlender, D-La., has worked ou t a u niq u e scheme 
for letting the tax pay ers pay for his amateu r mov ies. 
Ellender totes a mov ie camera arou nd the world 
and takes dozens of reels for the wonderment of 
those at home who, ou t of respect for his Senate 
seniority , let themselv es be collared into attending 
his illu strated lectu res. He also packs a su pply of 
litUe black notebooks, in which he jots his most 
triv ial impressions, later to be pu blished at the 
tax pay ers’ ex pense as official Senate reports. 
It had alway s been thou ght that Ellender’s mov ie- 
ngaking was a personal hobby paid ou t of his own 
pocket. Bu t the secret has now leaked ou t that the 
tax pay ers also help foot the bill for “Ellender’s 
Produ ctions ” 
As Senate agricu ltu re chairman, Ellender has 
enormou s influ ence ov er the destiny of the 
Agricu ltu re Department. It may not be alt(^ether 
su rprising, therefore, that one of the Agricu ltu re 
Department’s u nmentioned serv ices for the nation’s 
farmers is to process Ellender’s mov ies. 
The Agricu ltu re Department splices Ellender’s 
fascinating footage, and adds a sou nd track featu ring 
the v oice of none other than Allen Ellender 
narrating his own trav elogu e. For three films this 
has now cost the tax pay ers $20,687 . 
The Agricu ltu re Department is prohibited from 
doing work for indiv idu als, so Ellender arranged for 
the department to bill the Senate recording stu dio. 
This is a technicality which sav es the tax pay ers 
ex actly nothing. 
Ellender’s first effort to make a trav elogu e ou t of 
his home mov ies, back in 1963, cost the tax pay ers 
$7 ,84 0. The tax pay ers paid $22,000 last y ear for a 
lengthier Ellender produ ction. And he has ju st 
completed a short docu mentary of his latest trip for 
$1,84 7 . He ex propriated the Senate cau cu s room the 
other day for a prev iew, which was attended by 
du tifu l Senate employ ees, a few senators who 
cou ldn’t think of an alibi and one or two dev oUtd

—Congressional Vacations— 
Members of Congress are abou t to take a month 
off from their $30,000 jobs at the bu siest time of the 
y ear, to head for Miami and Chicago. This, howev er, 
is only part of the v acation schedu le. 
What most people don’t know is that senators and 
congressmen are absent from Washington mu ch of 
the time — for holiday s, long weekends and foreign 
ju nkets at the tax pay ers’ ex pense. The only grou p 
which does more v acationing is the international 
“Jet Set” 
Indu striou s members object to this gold-bricking, 
which has become a way of life to most of their 
senior colleagu es. Hard-working, y ou ng Reps. James 
Scheu er, D-N.Y., and Patsy Mink, D-Hawaii, 
circu lated a petition some time back for a fiv e-day 
work week. They got nowhere. Scheu er and Mink 
wanted to ou tlaw the “Tu esday -Thu rsday Clu b,’’ 
whose members, chiefly from New York and the 
east, leav e town on Thu rsday and retu rn Tu esday . 
Resu lt is that work which shou ld be done early in 
the y ear piles u p near adjou rnment. Senate and 
Hou se members are now complaining abou t the 
backlog 
of 
legislation 
that 
is 
holding 
u p 
adjou rnment. Bu t the tru th is that they themselv es 
created the backlog by neglecting their du ties earlier 
in this session. 
Official holiday s, as distinct from long weekends, 
begin in Febru ary , with Washington’s and Lincoln’s 
birthday s. Many go home again for the Jefferson- 
Jackson Day dinners in the spring. Then there is 
Easter, when Congress takes a recess, followed by a 
long weekend on Memorial Day and another on the 
Fou rth of Ju ly . 
Fortu nately for the tax pay ers, who foot the bills 
for all this, the political conv entions, which bring 
the longest v acation of all, occu r only once ev ery 
fou r y ears. 


-H H H ’s Empty C best- 
Lack of campaign fu nds has slowed down Hu bert 
Hu mphrey ’s campaign for President. He was u nable 
to come u p with the down pay ment that his New 
York adv ertising agency , Doy le, Dane & Bernbach, 
had req u ired to start an adv ertising barrage. As a 
- resu lt, the campaign is already three weeks behind 
schedu le. 
At first, the money pou red into Hu mphrey ’s 
campaign chest, largely from bu sinessmen who 
were afraid of Robert Kennedy and not enthu siastic 
abou t Richard Nix on. Since Kennedy ’s death this 
money has dried u p. Bu sinessmen are bank-rolling 
Rockefeller instead. 
Hu mphrey ’s treasu rer, Sidney Weinberg, who 
raised fu nds for the Eisenhower campaign and is 
now su pposed to be tapping Wall Street for 
Hu mphrey , is coming u p almost emotv -handed. 
Incidentally , Hu mphrey has told friends that he 
definitely intends to speak to Sen. Ted Kennedy 
abou t the v ice presidential nomination. Hu mphrey 
didn’t want to ru sh matters after Bobby ’s death. Bu t 
the v ice president is on warm terms with Ted 
Kennedy and thinks Kennedy wou ld add the most 
strength to his ticket. The man he wou ld really 
prefer as his ru nning mate, howev er, is Sen. Ed 
Mu skie of Maine. 


Intellectual Label

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
In the u nrest that has m arked United States history since 
1965 and ou r heav y entry into V ietnam , this cou ntry has heard 
so m u ch abou t its intellectu als that it m u st im agine them a 
v eritable arm y in them selv es. 
On alm ost any aspect of the w ar issu e or of u rban strife, 
it alw ay s seem ed possible to collect the signatu res of hu n­ 
dreds if not thou sands in the academ ic world for a letter to 
the New York Tim es or som e sort of petition. 
This y ear, for the first tim e, political rep orters fou nd poli­ 
ticians talking of the academ ic world as a political force in 
the geographic sense. A reas like M adison, Wis., and Sou th 
Bend, Ind., w ere often discu ssed as “ academ ic enclav es’’ 
rather than as com m ercial or indu strial centers. 
Yet there is reason to believ e that the im pression left by 
these dev elopm ents is q u ite m isleading. 
Au thor Irv ing K ristol su ggests that no really great enlarge­ 
m ent of the nation’s intellectu al com m u nity has in fact 
occu rred. Intellectu als, defined as those indiv idu als with a 
special capacity for critical inq u iry into the affairs of men, 
are, in his v iew, still a fairly ra re com m odity . 
W here the great academ ic ex pansion has taken place. 
K ristol adds, is in the lower to m iddle echelons. The ex plosion 
in attendance at U nited States colleges and u niv ersities from 
2.6 million to sem e 7 million in som ething m ore than a decade 
has req u ired a v ast recru itm ent of instru ctors, teaching a s­ 
sistants and other interm ediate ty pes. 
With the help of a good m any u ndiscrim inating liberals, 
this new force has aw arded itself the label intellectu al. It 
has tended to lu m p itself with the nation’s rather sm all 
fraternity of seasoned scholars. 
I^ istol, with ev ident good sense, argu es that the label is 
not deserv ed. M any in this y ou ngish arm y of academ ics are 
hardly m ore q u alified as critical thinkers than the stu dents 
they are teaching. In a v ery real way , they are to be com ­ 
pared m ost accu rately with the swelling nu m bers of ju nior 
bu siness m anagers, gov ernm ent w orkers, law y ers and other 
professionals whose serv ices are needed to cope with an ev er- 
more-popu lou s A m erica. It is not too harsh to say that m any 
in the academ ic world are fu ndam entally technicians. 
The point in all this is that the cou ntry m ay be grossly 
ov erv alu ing their critical ju dgm ents. To brand them intel­ 
lectu als and then m u ltiply by their nu m bers is to giv e them 
enorm ou s special w eight to which they are alm ost certainly 
not entitled. 
One can sy m pathize with them in their q u est for high statu s 
since this cou ntry for too long u nderv alu ed its teachers. Bu t 
the answ er to that error is not to ov erv alu e the labors of 
thou sands who are at the low -to-interm ediate stages of their 
profession. 
F u rtherm ore, in their search for statu s too m any hav e in­ 
v ested their u ndertakings with a kind of frenzied adv ocacy 
that is q u ite ou t of cha rac te r with the spirit of detached 
inq u iry teachers are su pposed to bring to their work. 
Their ferv or has som etim es seem ed to be an acting-ou t 
of angry fru strations and has too often led them into m is­ 
gu ided su pport of rebelliou s stu dents when the cau se was 
shabby and the m ethod of rev olt w as ou trageou sly u ndem o­ 
cratic and disrespectfu l of hu m an rights. 
The new y ou ng academ ic arm y is a force of interest and 
im portance, bu t it is som ething m u ch less than an intellectu al 
bellw ether for the cou ntry .

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Even Minute Symptoms 
Aid Doctor's Diagnosis 


By W AYN E G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Medical tex tbooks hav e diseases neatly sorted ou t 
with a description of their cau se, sy mptoms, 
diagnosis and treatment. Bu t, for y ou r doctor, things 
are u su ally not that simple. 
A patient may , for ex ample, come in complaining 
of abodminal pain and the doctor has to take it from 
there. All pains in the abdomen are not cau sed by 
appendicitis. 
A woman I once knew had migraine headaches so 
freq u ently that she q u it thinking abou t her 
headaches. 
When asked what was her chief 
complaint she said it was abdominal pain and she 
did, indeed, hav e a chronic colitis complete with 
abdominal cramps. They were, howev er, ju st a part 
of her highly nerv ou s state brou ght on by her 
migraine, which she did not mention. At the tu rn of 
the centu ry , some well-meaning doctor wou ld 
certainly hav e remov ed her appendbc. 
Another woman who complained of abdominal 
pain was fou nd on closer q u estioning not to hav e 
pain at all bu t instead, a sev ere nau sea with its 
attendant generalized abdominal discomfort. I 
mention these two women to illu strate how 
important it is to giv e y ou r doctor an accu rate 
description of y ou r sy mptoms, inclu ding those y ou 
may think are u nimportant. 
There are a dozen or more cau ses for abdominal 
pain or discomfort bu t details su ch as when they 
come on in relation to meals, whether they are 
localized in one dime-spot or are diffu sed or shifting 
from one spot to another, whether they ev er wake 
y ou u p ou t of a sou nd sleep, whether they tie y ou u p 
in knots, whether they are reliev ed after a bowel 
mov ement whether they are associated with other 
sy mptoms — are important to y ou r doctor. The 
more ex actly y ou can describe them, the more y ou 
can aid him to make a correct diagnosis. 
For some ty pes of abdominal pain it is helpfu l to 
keep a diary of the precise time of occu rrence and 
ev ery thing y ou hav e eaten at mealtimes and 
between meals. Remember, y ou r doctor is not a 
v eterinarian accu stomed to dealing only with 
inanicu iaie animals. I'he more help y ou can giv e 
him, the better care he can giv e y ou . 
Q — You recently stated that the prescription 
dru g, ox y phenbu tazone, wou ld be good for an 
infected prostate. Has it any other name? 
A — Yes. Tandearil.

What Makes Stassen Run?

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
When Harold Stassen cam ­ 
paigns for office, which is 
most of the time, he does 
what any presidential candi­ 
date is obliged to do. 
He wav es at the v oters. 
“ Hello,” he shou ts, his right 
arm flagging, his ov al face 
grinning, his cheek s catching 
fire, his ey es darting. “ It’s 
nice to see y ou all.” 
And he wav es and wav es 
and wav es. 
Bu t few v oters wav e back . 
“Who’s that?” People won­ 
der. 
“That’s Stassen.” 
“ Who?” 
“ Harold Stassen . . . y ou 
k now.” 
“Oh, him .” 
“ Yes, him !” Harold Stassen, 
who at age 61 is mak ing his 
fou rth official bid for the of­ 
fice of president, 
spending 
mu ch of his own money in 
the effort and arranging his 
own cru sades, deciding his 
own policies, schedu ling his 
own appearances, writing his 
own speeches, handling his 
own press relations and ev en 
passing ou t his own literatu re. 
Why , the wonder is, does 
he do it? 
“ Well,” he continu es, “ why 
not?” 
His qu estion, which is also 
his 
cam paign 
s l o g a n , 
is 
honest. He is not withou t cre­ 
dentials. 
He was a district attorney 
when Hu bert Hu mphrey was 
a pharm acy stu dent. He was 
gov ernor of Minnesota when 
Gene McCarthy was teaching 
in pu blic schools. He was a 
Repu blican 
k ey noter 
when 
Dick Nix on was an obscu re 
attorney . He was an architect 
of the United Nations when 
George Wallace was driv ing 
a tru ck . 
His record, say s one of his 
cam paign pam phlets in cap­ 
ital letters, has giv en him 
“ honesty , integrity , dignity , 
v i s i on, cou rage, m atu rity , 
patience 
and 
persistence.” 
Also, “world-honored leader­ 
ship.” 
Say s a friend: “His back ­ 
grou nd alone deserv es fiv e 
million v otes.” 
Bu t if the candidate’s rise 


in pu blic life was m eteoric, 
so was his descent. His last 
meaningfu l hu rrah was du ring 
the 1952 Repu blican conv en­ 
tion when he withdrew his 
name in su pport of Dwight 
E i s e n h o w e r . The cru cial 
switch. 
Since then he has failed in 
two more national bids, lost 
a gov ernor’s race in Pennsy l­ 
v ania and m ay or’s election in 
Philadelphia. 
This y ear, with an u npaid 
campaign director a n d 
15 
secret serv ice agents assigned 
to him, he has plu gged his 
political 
av ailability 
across 
half the cou ntry . 
The resu lts so far hav e been 
m eager. He polled only 429 
v otes in New Ham pshire’s pri­ 
m ary and his total pledged 
delegate strength to date is 
one. 
Yet he doesn’t seem dis­ 
cou raged. He has a hairpiece, 
has modernized his philoso­ 
phies to inclu de cu rrent is­ 
su es, broadened his appeal to 
y ou ng people and he plows on 
day after day . 
“This is the tim e,” he say s, 
“ in which it is necessary for 
each of the men who believ e 
they can lead ou r cou ntry to 
speak ou t clearly so that the 
people may best mak e their 
decision of who shall be the 
nex t president.” 
He still speak s lik e that, 
somewhat stiffly . And he is 
still hardly a fireball. That is 
not to say he’s cold, only 
formal. His method is to pro­ 
v ide the pu blic with opinions 
stripped of ornamentation. 
On Vietnam, he’s a dov e 
and an adv ocate of the en­ 
clav e strategy . 
He su ggests 
American defense of popu la­ 
tion centers only and massiv e 
U.N. interv ention. 
On civ il problems, he wou ld 
establish 
r a c i a l assistance 
centers, ask m ajor corpora­ 
tions to aid the cities and 
insist on im partial law and 
order. 
On the U.N., he wou ld adm it 
both Vietnams, both Koreas, 
both 
Germany s 
and 
bo t h 
Chinas, then organize a “real 
police force” to k eep border 
order. 
His ideas are well-thou ght 
ou t, bu t nobody pay s mu ch 
attention to them. His au di­ 
ences seem more inclined to 
qu estion than to listen. 


IS HE REALLY SPURIOUS? is the qu estion often ask ed 
abou t Harold Stassen. The 61-y ear-old perennial presiden­ 
tial candidate answers that he believ es in w hat he is doing 
and feels that his conv ictions are shared by many . 


The candidate h a s been 
a bu s i v e l y interrogated so 
often 
he 
answers 
any thing 
withou t strain: 
Is he REALLY seriou s? 
“ I believ e in w h a t I’m 
doing.” 
Does he hav e ANY su pport? 
“ I hope for at least 100 dele­ 
gates.” 
Can he POSSIBLY win? 
“ I ’m optim istic.” 
This optimism, tru thfu lly , is 
shared by few and Harold 
Stassen k nows it. Priv ately he 
display s neither naiv ete nor 
foolish egotism. 


He seems simply to be a 
v isionary with a bit of the old 
warhorse in his mak e-u p. 
“ Withou t a deadlock at the 
conv ention,” he adm its, “ I 
su ppose my chances are re ­ 
mote. Bu t I do believ e that 
whatev er delegate v otes I do 
get will help conv ince the con­ 
v ention that my beliefs are 
shared by m any .” 
And so the gov ernor cam ­ 
paigns on and on. 
“ Hello. I’m Harold Stassen.” 
There’s alway s 197 2.

Arrival of Stones 
Actual construction on the 
modern undercroft was started 
in the fall of 1985. and the first 
stones arrived here in April. 
1968, after having made the 
journey 
from 
London

In addition to the old stones 
and columns that Wren u.sed. 
there are 24 stone steps which 
lead to the belfry that are 
almost 900 years old. They came 
from the first church St. Mary, 
that was leveled by the Great 
Fire. 
Also to be found in the church 
are two pieces of woodwork 
that were carved almost 300 
years ago by Wren’s chief wood 
carver. Grinlin Gibbons. These 
come from St. Dionysls Back 
chuH'h. which was partially 
destroyed by fire in the 1880s. 
and

been stored in a 
London warehouse until they 
were

Churchill Memorial because of 
the connection between Wren 
and Gibboas. 
The 
remainder

The interior of the church 
measures 75 feet in length and 
49 feet in width. The ceiling is 
38 feet high, and the top of the 
belfry’, which contaias five bells 
cast in Holland, stands 106 feet 
from the ground.

floor space. This area has been 
set aside for the museum. 


library and gallery. 
The memorial will also have a 
practical u.se — it will serve 
Westmiaster as a college chapel

Predicts Tighter 
Gun Control Laws 


WASHINGTON (AP)-A lead­ 
ing congressional supporter of 
gun control legislation predicts 
the House will approve Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s embattled pro­ 
posal to restrict the sale of ri­ 
fles. shotguns and ammunition. 
The prediction was made by 
Judiciary Chairman Emanuel 
Celler. I>N.Y., after the House 
spent seven hours Tuesday wad­ 
ing through amendments to 
ready a measure for today’s ex­ 
pected final vote. 
Celler s opposite number in 
the Senate. Judiciary Chairman 
James 0. Eastland. D-Miss.. de­ 
clared his opposition to a simi­ 
lar bill called up for simulta­ 
neous action in his committee. 
“ I hope the committee will 
kill all the gun bills, ” Eastland 
said. 
Among 
the 
amendments 
tacked onto the bill Tuesday 
was one proposed by the Nation­ 
al Rifle Association, a prime en­ 
emy of stiffer gun laws. 
Sponsored by Rep. Robert L. 
F. Sikes. D-Fla,, it would ex­ 
empt the National Board for 
Promotion of Rifle Practice 
from the prohibition of inter­ 
state shipment of firearms and 
ammunition. 
The board, a military-civilian 
governing body, works closely 
with the NRA in the holding of 
rifle and pistol matches. 
Sikes, a lifetime member of 
the NRA, said. “ We can live 
with the bill the way it Is. ” 
Another amendment, spon­ 
sored by Rep. John D. Dingell, 
D-Mich., also an opponent of 
gun controls, would permit li­ 
censed gun collectors who deal 
in guns as relics and curios to 
buy and sell firearms across 
state lines. 


“ Under this amendment any 
self-styled collector could ac­ 
quire 
firearms 
through 
the 
mail.” argued Celler He said 
this was a dangerous loophole. 
The House also adopted an 
amendment that for all practi­ 
cal purposes would leave only 
ammunition for pistols and re­ 
volvers prohibited from sale 
through the mails. 
The House rejected an at­ 
tempt to require the states to 
give 
mandatory 
prison 
sen­ 
tences to persons convicted of 
using a firearm in the commis­ 
sion of any felony. Last Friday, 
the body adopted an amend­ 
ment requiring mandatory sen­ 
tences for persons convicted of 
a crime while using a firearm in 
the commission of a federal fel­ 
ony. 
Regardless of what form a 
gun control bill finally takes if 
and when it emerges from Con­ 
gress, one thing seems certain 
at this point: There will be no 
provlsons for the licensing and 
registration asked by Johnson 
after he first pressed Congress 
for a ban on interstate mail-or­ 
der sales of rifles and shotguns 
and over-the-counter sales of 
long guns to residents of nonad- 
jacent states. 
Johnson also asked for bans 
on sales of ammunition and on 
sales of all guns to people under 
18.
